Presidential  Race  Close; 
Voters  Postpone  Results 


“The  race  is  very  close  between 
five  of  the  eight  presidential  can- 
didates,” said  Election  Chairman 
Bill  Thomson,  “but  the  results 
can’t  be  posted  until  Thursday 
evening.” 

One  of  the  reasons  is  because 
the  election  committee  was  late 
getting  the  ballots  to  the  Com- 
puter Research  Center  to  be  pro- 
cessed. 

“IT  TOOK  SIX  hours  to  go 
through  more  than  3000  ballots 
and  correct  mistakes  because 
voters  didn’t  fill  in  the  blanks 
completely  with  an  IBM  pencil,” 
Mr.  Thomson  said,  “so  we  had  to 
do  it”. 

Wednesday’s  ballots  will  be  run 
through  the  computers  Thursday 
morning.  Thursday’s  ballots  will 
be  processed  as  soon  as  the  polls 
close  at  4:30  p.m.,  if  they  are 
marked  correctly. 

“It  would  be  impossible  to  esti*^ 
mate  who  the  prefeidental  winners 
might  be”,  Mr.  Thomson  said,  “be- 
cause the  voting  lead  has  fluctu- 
ated all  day  between  four  candi- 
dates.” 

VOTING  FOR  the  ASBYU  Pri- 
maries will  continue  all  day  today 
from  9 a.m.  until  4:30  p.m.  in 
the  six  locations;  the  Smith  Bldg., 
Jesse  Knight  Bldg.,  Smith  Family 
Living  Center,  McKay  Bldg.,  Ey- 
ring  Science  Center,  and  Cannon 
Center. 

Students  must  have  their  acti- 
vity cards  to  vote  and  those  grad- 
uate students,  if  they  present 
their  graduate  identification,  may 
vote  for  the  studentbody  officers 
and  their  class  officers. 

Those  voting  will  get  a ballot 
for  their  class  officers,  one  for 
the  proposed  constitutiohal  amen- 
dments, one  for  the  studentbody 
offices  and  for  men  students  a 
ballot  for  the  AMS  officer  cand- 
idates. 

Also  being  voted  upon  is  an 
amendment  to  the  ASBYU  Con- 
stitution. Bat  this  is  only  a 
“straw  vote”  according  to  Rex 
Estes,  Senate  president. 

An  attempt  was  made  to 
place  it  on  the  primary  ballot 
l)ecause  if  passed  it  would  af- 


fect the  number  of  senators  that 
could  be  elected,  (three  from 
each  class). 

But  due  to  a mixup  the 
amendment  reached  the  polls 
late,  and  is  being  nulified. 

It  will,  however,  be  voted  up- 
on with  12  other  amendments  in 
final  balloting  April  9,  10.  Wed- 
nesday’s Balloting  showed  a 4-1 
ratio  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
meait.

‘Why’  Survey 
To  Determine 
Student  Votes 

Besides  voting  for  candidates 
and  an  amendment,  students  are 
being  invited  to  participate  in  a 
survey  to  determine  why  a cand- 
idate will  win  or  loose. 

Set  up  by  the  Sociology  Dept, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sher- 
man K.  Fitsgerald,  the  survey 
asks  for  the  class,  age  and  sex  of 
the  voters,  who  they  voted  for, 
why  they  voted  as  they  did,  giving 
publicity,  friend,  platform,  experi- 
ence, don’t  know  and  other  as 
choices. 

The  sun’ey  also  asks  “what 
first  interested  you  in  this  cadi- 
date?”  listing  choices  of  previous 
acquaintance,  gpa,  previous  ex- 
perience, missionary,  personality, 
attractiveness,  heard  about  from 
friend,  don’t  know  and  other. 

According  to  Chuck  Dunn,  jun- 
ior majoring  in  sociology  and 
psychology,  the  Sociology  491 
Senior  seminar  class  proposed  the 
idea  and  chipped  in  money  to  pay 
for  the  materials. 

“About  2000  copies  were  made,” 
he  said,  and  1500  were  distributed 
at  three  of  the  voting  locations. 
We  think  we  can  get  a pretty 
good  random  sample  to  analyze 
why  students  voted  as  they  did.” 

The  results  of  the  survey  will 
be  published  by  the  Universe  a 
few  days  after  final  balloting.

Six  of  the  amendments  were 
passed  by  the  Senate  two  weeks 
ago,  but  two  were  reconsidered, 
changed  and  approved  with  seven 
more  amendments  in  Monday’s 
meeting,  according  to  Senate 
President  Rex  Estes.
